CALGARY.  .Aug.  19.— "The  fleld  of 
the  cloth  of  gold"  is  how  one  dele- 
gate 'to  the  Imperial  Press  Confer- 
ence describes  Western  Canada.  B. 
H.  Dodd.  editor  of  the  East  London 
(South  Africa)  Dally  Dispatch,  spoke 
with  enthusiasm  of  his  trip  through 
the  gi^ln  flelds  of  the  West. 

"We  have  motored  through  sfev- 
eral  grain  districts  between  Portage 
la  Prairie  and  Calgary.  Motor  trips 
between  various  divisional  points 
have  shown  us  the  possibilities  and 
the  achievements  of  your  grain 
flelds.  and  I  can'  only  describe  your 
wonderful  land  as  a  vast  'fleld  of  the 
cloth  of  gold.'  The  endless  vista  of 
crops  reaped  an^  ready  for  reaping, 
the  level  nature  of  tl^  flelds  and  the 
richness  and  depth  of  the  soil  are 
the  abldinc:  impressions  our  tour 
through  this  vast  granary  of  the 
irorld. 

"In  seme  places  there  seemed  to 
be  an  unduly  large  number  of 
weeds,  suggesting  that  possibly  a 
holding  was  too  large  for  the  farmer 
to  handle  efficiently,  but  the  general 
impression  was  that  of  the  abound- 
ing fertility  of  the  soil  and  great 
value  to  the  empire  of  Canada  as  a 
source  of  food  supply.  Even  where 
the  crop  had  been  sown  on  stubble 
land  without  previous  plowing  the 
result  was  none  the  less  astounding, 
though,  of  course,  proportionately 
•mailer.  As  we  entered  today  the 
province  of  Alberta,  I  was  most 
pteaaantly  reminded,  of  our  dwn 
veldt  in  South  Africa.  There  were 
the  same  sreat  open  spaces,  the 
same  rolling  plains,  the  same  sense 
of  freedom  and  the  same  exhilarating 
air.  I  could  almost  believe  that  I 
was  back  in  the  Transvaal  or  the 
Northern    Free   SUte."

DOMINION'S  TRADE 

SHOWS  INCREASE 

OTTAWA.  Aug.  19^ — Canadian  trade 
for  the  flrst  four  months  of  the  fiscal 
year  ending  on  July  31.  shows  an  in- 
crease in  value  amounting  to  flCO.- 
480,494,  when  compared  with  the 
same  period  in  1919. 

For  the  four  months  period  in  the 
present  year  the  total  value  of  goods 
exported  and  imported  was  $825,267,- 
7«1,  while  in  1919  the  total  was  |«68,- 
787.867. 

The  trade  statement  Issued  from 
the  Department  of  Customs  shows 
that  Canada  is  importing  goods  to  a 
much  greater  extent  than  during 
1919.  The  total  value  of  goods  im- 
ported Into  Canada  from  April  to 
.luly  Inclusive,  this  year,  was  $473,- 
572,589,  while  last  year  during  the 
same  period  it  was  only  $284,897,013. 

The  total  value  of  domestic  mer- 
chandise exported  was  some  fifteen 
million  dollars  less  than  during  the 
four  months  period  in  1919. 

From  April  to  July  inclusive  this 
year  Canada  exported  domestic  mer- 
chandise to  the  value  of  $342,113,428. 
and  during  the  same  period  last/year 
the  Dominion  exported  goods  to  tha 
value  of  $367,883,897. 


The  dispatch  adds  that  the  Daniig 
constitutional  assembly.  In  the  ab- 
sence of  its  Polish  members,  and 
against  a  vote  of  the  Independent 
Socialists,  passed  a  resolution,  de- 
manding power  for  the  declaration  of 
neutrality  in  the  Russo-Polisb  war. 

It  is  asserted  by  the  correspdndent 
that  German  volunteers  from  East 
Prussia  arc  forming  an  army  near 
Vllna  to  march  ostensibly  as  a  revolu- 
tionary army  Into  East  Prussia,  and 
bring  about  Joint  action  by  East 
Prussia  and  the  Soviet  against 
Poland. 

Danishevaky's  'Promise 

MOSCOW,  Aug.  19. — "We  are  not 
conquercrs,  and  shall  evacuate  Pol- 
ish territory  immediately  Poland 
gives  us  guarantees  that  the  Polish 
Republic  has  abandoned  its  aggres- 
sive policy  and  Is  resolved  to  com- 
mence peaceful  conatructlve  work." 

This  was  one  of  the  statements 
made  by.  M.  Danlshevsky,  chairman 
of  the  Soviet  armistice  delegation,  at 
the  opening  of  the  Ruaso-Polish  con- 
ference at  Minsk,  according  to  de- 
tails of  his*8peech  Just  .received  here.

The  rail- 
ways and  telegraphs  from  Bag- 
dad to  Kirkuk  and  Kirfri  have 
been  cut  and  several  railway 
bridges  btjrned.  The  statement 
states  that  the  revolntionary 
movement,  instead  of  being 
political,  has  now  become  anar- 
chistic. The  movement  of  rein- 
forcements from  India  is  pro- 
ceeding.

LONDON,  Aug.  19. — Queensland  Is 
Intensely  excited  over  a  speech  by 
Governor  Lennox  at  the  opening  of 
parliament,  attacking  wealthy  <m«^na-, 
landers,  who,  he  stated,  catised*  the 
failure  of  Premier  Theodore's  recent 
loan-raising  mission  to  London. 

The  Governor  said  the  Government 
was  postponing  all  legislation,  and 
would  test  the  issue  with  the  electors 
after  Mr.  Theodore's  return.

ADIWA  PEOPLE 
FACIIIG  FAMINE 


Turks  Determined  to  Starve 
Out  the  French  Garrison — 
American  Relief  Workers 
Are  Cauglit  tn  Siege 


CON8TANTINOPLB.  Ansr.  1«.— 
Showered  niffhtly  with  Turkish  bul> 
lets,  and  facing  famine,  eighteen 
American  worker*  ef  the  American 
commission  for  relief  in  the  Near 
East  have  been  t>eeleged  In  Adana. 
Aeia  Minor,  since  June  20.  Twice 
the  French  troops  holding  Adana 
have  fought  their  way  to  Merslna. 
the  nearest  port,  and  have  returned 
witl)   heavy  losses. 

A  flour  cargo  of  the  American  re- 
lief commission  for  beleaguered 
Ade.na  is  waiting  at  Merslna.  The 
railway  hae  been  demolished,  and 
euppliea  can  reach  Aden*  only  by 
motor  trucks,  heavily  convoyed,  with 
great  lose  of  life,  through  the  sixty- 
mile  stretch  controlled  by.  the  follow- 
ers of  MuBtapha,  Kemal  Pasha,  Turk- 
ish NationaJtat  leader,  who  are  de- 
termined to  starve  out  the  French  In 
Adana. 

The  siege  of  the  city  was  deecribed 
to  the  correspondent  by  Webster  An- 
derson, of  Crawfordsvllle,  Ind..  who 
has  arrived  In  Constantinople  after 
escaping  from  Adana  A<ilrust  7  .and 
walking  southwest  to  the  Medfter- 
ranean.  ^The  Turks  encircling  Adana 
have  little  artillery,  according  to  An- 
derson, and  consequently  make  raide 
chiefly  at  night,  when  the  entire  town 
is  raked.  Thus  far  the  Americans 
have  riot  been  injured,  but  their 
buildings   have  been  '  peppered. 

The  French  artillery  in  Adana 
kll^  many  Turks,  and  affords  cover 
for  the  troops  which  make  frequent 
eallies  into  the  surrounding  farms 
and  vineyards  for  food.  The  Ameri- 
cans are  maintaining  soup  kitchens 
and  workshops  for  10,000  Armenian 
ref(igees.  All  but  800  of  the  or- 
phana  of  Adana  have  been  sent  to 
Cyprus. 


PEOPLE  TRAPPEO 
:  IN  FOREST  HUE 


At  Least  One  Ranclier  Burneci 
"&s  Flames  Race  Along  North 
Thompson  River -^  AnotJier 
Likely  tp  Ole 


KAMLOOPS,  Aug.  19.  —  A  relief 
train  bringing  injured  and  refugees 
from  a  x  great  forest  lire  area  along 
the  North  Thompson  River  has 
arrived  here.  The  Are  is  supposed 
to  have  started  on  August  1  from 
lightning,  and  was  fanned  into  a 
great  flame  by  a  wind  early  this 
week. 

First  news  oS  the  serloueness  of 
the  eituation  came  when  an  east- 
bound  train  on  the  C.N.R.  In  charge 
of  Engineer  Patterson  and  Conduc- 
tor Shaw  ran  Into  a  sea  of-  flame 
about  ten  miles  from  Avola  station. 
They  rescued  several  men  and  a  num- 
ber of  horees,  and  beat  a  hasty  re- 
treat  down   the  railway  line. 

The  train  remained  on  McMurphy 
siding  until  daylight,  when  the  engine 
was  sent  forward  again.  V.  D. 
Ci/rry,  of  Kamolops  and  another  man 
were  found   badly  burned. 

Curry  may  not  recover.  Ten  other 
persons  saved  their  lives  only  by 
wading  into  the  Thompson  River  up 
to  their  necks  and  waiting  until  the 
flames  and  heat  subsided. 

Dr.  M.  O.  Archibald  and  Btven 
nurses  were  sent  out  on  a  relief 
train  from  Kamloops  Wednesday 
morning.  At  the  same  time  a  special 
train  was  sent  from  Blue  River  sta- 
tion to  rescue  the  people  on  •  the 
north  side  of  the  Are.  The  body  of 
one  rancher,  Frank  Smith,  was  dis- 
covered. Among  those  rescued  were 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robargo  and  their  little 
son.  They  had  a  nerve-racking  ex- 
perience. 

Several  ranches  in  the  path  of  the 
Are  were  completely  wiped  out.  Fen- 
nell's  sawmill  was  burned  at  Mile  34. 
where  the  lose,  including  piles  of  cut 
lumber  and  poles,  will  be  1100,000. 
A  dozen  horses  owned  by  the  Nor- 
thern Construction  Company  were 
killed. 

^o  Intense  was  the  heat  along  the 
railway  that  the  rails  were  warped. 
Two  bridges,  across  Cedar  and  Otter 
creeks,  were  burned  out,  but  these 
have  been  replaced  wKh  temporary 
stnietures.  and  traffic  has .  been  re- 
sumed. Two  cars  standing  on  the 
siding  at  McMurphy  were  destroyed, 
while  four  miles  of  telegraph  poles 
were  burned.

•  VANCOUVER,  Aug.  19.—A4ber« 
John  lAmmers,  one  of  the  beet- 
known  lumbermen  of  the  tTpper 
Country,  was  found  dead  in  bed  at 
Chaae,  B.  C.  on  Monday.  He  was  a 
heavy  stockholder  in  the  Adams 
River  Lumber  Company,  and  had 
large  holdings  of  timber  in  Washing-

BOYSPUYWIIH 
OEAOLYCHEMICAL 


Phials  Cast  Up  on  Beaches 
Near  New  York  Are  Found 
to  Contain  Calcium  Hydro- 
chlorine — Source  is  Mystery 


NEW  YORK,  Auir.  19. — The  mys- 
terious yellow  phlaAs  containing  a 
whHe  substance,  Identified  as  cal- 
cium hydrochlorlne,  used  to  purify 
water,  which  have  been  appearing  in 
the  surf  for  two  weeks,  continued 
today  to  be  cast  up  on  the  beaches 
near  here. 

Boys  are  enjoying  a  belated 
Fourth  of  July,  combined  with  a 
miniature  trench  warfare.  "Bomb- 
ing raids"  are  popular  because  the 
phials  explode  with  a  bang  when 
crashed  against  ■  stones.  The  dis- 
tinguishable smell  of  chlorine  gas 
released  when  the  "bombs"  are 
broken  adds  to  the  thrill  of  the  Sfva 
attack. 

A  chemical  analysis  of  the  con- 
tents of  a  phial  today  by  ail  army 
officer  here  confirmed  previous 
analysis.  The  officer  said  there  was 
evidence  of  decomposition,  which 
caused  the  explosion.  He  urged  that 
the  phials  be  destroyed,  as  they  were 
not  exactly  «afe  playthings. 

The  source  of  the  phials  Is  still  a 
mystery.  Officers  of  the  army  port 
of  embarkation  said  there  had  been 
no  shipments  of  the  chemical  to  Eu- 
rope since  the  war.  Neither  is  there 
any  record  of  a  shipment  being  on 
any  ship  sunk  by  submarine  or 
mines,  although  it  was  admitted  this 
was  possible. 

^Examination  of  the  cliarts  of  the 
hydrographio  office  Indicate  that 
there  is  an  ocean  current  which 
sweeps  southward  along  the  coast 
from  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence.  This 
gave  rise  to  the  theory  that  some 
ship  laden  with  medical  sifpplies 
sunk  by  the  U-63  off  the  Newfound- 
land banks  might  be  giving  up  Its 
cargo. 

Another  theory  was  that  some  con- 
demned arnay  supplies  had  been 
dumped  at  sea  to  get  rid  of  them.

It  is  asserted  that  there  has  been 
some  Jockeying  going  on  by  rival  in- 
terests In  regard  to  the  date  of  the 
vote  In  B.C.  In  consequence  of  a  feel- 
ing that  prohibition  will  carry'  in  some 
of  the  sister  Provinces,  the  "moder- 
ates" have  been  anxious  to  have  the 
referendum  In  B.C.  taken  before*  the 
other  Provinces  vote.  Contrariwise, 
it  is  said,  the  bulk  of  the  prohibition- 
ists are  anxious  to  have  the  B.C.  vote 
deferred  until  after  the  other  Prov- 
inces have  voted. 

Under  the  circumstances,  the  Oov- 
ernment,  it  is  said,  in  its  desire  not

An  important  feature  of  the  latter 
stages  of  the  session  was  the  remark- 
able Improvement  of  the  poUUcal  re- 
lationships of  all  parties. 

The  Finance  Minister  shewed  that 
thirteen  million  pounde  repreeents 
the  total  value  of  enemy  property 
held  In  custody,  three  millions  of 
which  already  had  been  paid  out  to 
Oermans  domiciled  In  South  Africa^ 
One  million  will  be  applied  to  South 
African  claims  for  debte  on  property 
in.  Germany,  and  the  balance  will  be 
held  in  South  Africa  as  a  loan  from 
the  German  owners  for  thirty  years 
at  four  per  cent. 

Premier  Smuts  claims  that  this  ia 
the  most  generous  action  taken  by 
any  country,  and  will  be  an  advantage 
in  the  future.

Viscount  Burnham  and  his  wife  were 
IrfVresUd  with  the  dignity  of  chief- 
ship  of  the  Blackfoot  tribe  of  Indians 
this  morning,  and  added  to  their  list 
of  titles  those  of  Nah-to-Sah-Pia  and 
Ni-Na-Kl  respectively. 

Lord  Bumhara  Is  now  chief  "Old 
Sun"  of  the  Blackfoots,  and  Lady 
Burnham  is  appropriately  "Chief 
Lady,'"  for  that  is  the  literal  trans- 
lation of  the  euphemlstlo  titles  be- 
stowed upon  them.  They. have  added 
to  their  wardrobes  two  striking  suite 
of  leather  and  feathers. 

There  was  a  cl^ief  "Old  Sun"  two 
decades  i^o  In  the  Olelchen  Blacn- 
foot  village,  and  his  memory  is  .per- 
petuated by  an  Anglican  Indian 
school  south  of  Glelchen  to  this  day. 

Lord  Burnham  is  the  eenior  dele- 
gate in  the  Imperial  press  conference 
now  touring  Canada,  and  Is  pro- 
prietor of  The  London  Daily  Tele- 
graph, one  of  the  oldest  daily  news- 
papers In  the  British  Empire.  Along 
with  his  confreres,  numbering  over' 
a  hundred,  he  witnessed  a  stampede 
this  morning  in  Gle!chen,  where  a 
splendid  exhilrttton  of  cattle  herding 
and  broncho  busting  was  staged  for 
the '  beneflt  of  the  newepapermen, 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Southern 
Alberta  Committee  of  the  Imperial 
press  conference.  A  touch  of  the 
picturesque  past  of  the  Western 
plains  has  been  injected  into  Canada'e 
welcome  to  the  newspapermen  of  the 
Empire. 


SAYS  UNITED  STATES 
SWINGS  MOST  VOTES 

BUTTE,  Mont.,  Aug,  19. — I*reel- 
dent  Wilson  "put  one  over'*  on  Mf. 
Lloyd  George  in  the  distribution  of 
voting  strength  lit  the  League  of 
Nations,  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt, 
Democratic  vice-presidential  nominee, 
declared   in  an  address  here  today. 

The  Republicans  ai^  playing  a 
shell  game  on  the  people  of  the 
United  States,  he  declared,  because 
"they  are  still  busy  circulating  the 
story  that  Britain  has  six  votes  to 
our  one." 

"It  is  Just  the  other  way,"  he  con- 
tinued. "Ae  a  matter  of  fact  the 
United  States  has.  about  12  votes  in 
the  assembly.  Until  last  week  I  had 
two  of  them  myself,  and  now  Secre- 
tary Daniels  has  them.  Tou  know 
I  have  had  eomething  to  do  with  the 
running  of  a  couple  of  little  repub- 
lics. Fact  is,  that  I  wrote  Haiti's 
constitution  myself,  and  if  I  do  say  it, 
I  think  it  is  a  pretty  good  constitu- 
tion." 

Mr.  Roosevelt  said  that  Haiti  and 
San  Domingo,  Panama,  Cuba  and 
Central  American  countries,  who  had 
at  least  12  votes  in  the  league's  as- 
sembly, regarded  Uncle  Sam  as  a 
guardian  and  big  brother,  and  that 
the  ynited  Statee  ^raetically  would 
have  their  votee  in  the  league.

RATESONGIUi 


Railway  Board  Hears  Conten- 
tions in  Connection  With 
Wheat  Tolls — Question  of 
Cost  and  Revenue 


OTTAWA,  Aug.  If. — ^The  desire  of 
the  representatives  of  the  prairie  pro- 
vinces that  in  the  event  of  higher 
rates  'being  granted  they  should  not 
be  made  applicable  to  grain,  and 
more  particularly  wheat,  was'empha- 
sixed  at  the  resumed  hearing  by  t^e 
railway  board  by  the  application  of 
railwa.\-s  for  increased  rates  this 
morning.  Thia  demand  was  made  by 
H.  .T.  Symington,  counsel  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  Manitoba,  In  further  ex- 
amination by  him  of  William  J. 
Moule,  assistant  comptrpUer  of  the 
C.P.R..  who  appears  to  'l>e  the  star 
witness   in   the   case. 

"Our  contention  is,"  declared  Mr. 
Symington,  "that  whatever  advances 
arc  given  In  rates  should  not  apply 
to  the  grain  rates.  Wheat  should 
not  be  called  upon  to  pay  any  losses 
in  earnings  on  other  commodities 
carried  by  the  railways."  ^ 

Previous  to  making  this  declara- 
tion Mr.  Symington  had  produced 
flgures  to  show  that  during  last  year 
the  C.P.R.  had  moved  1.19.156  cars 
of  grain,  of  which  93,000  cars  were 
wheat.  The  a\-erage  ratea  on  grain 
from  points  in  the  prAirie  provinces 
being  25  cents  a  hundred  pounds,  the 
earnings  from  this  apurce  alone  had 
amounted  to  something  more  than 
125,000,000. 

Operating  expenses  of  the  trains 
which  carried  this  wheat,  Mr.  Moule 
agreed,  would  be  about  $S, 000, 000, 
leaving  a  margin  of  $17,000,000. 
Witness  pointed  out.  hoivever,  that 
no  allowance  had  been  made  for  the 
coat  of  the  back  haul  of.  empty  cars 
to  the  prairie  provinces.  Quoting 
from  the  crop  estimates,  Mr.  Sym- 
ington stated  that  the  present  crop 
is  likely  to  exceed  last  year's  grain 
production  by  ISS.OOO.OOO  bushels. 
Should  a  forty  per  cent  increase  in 
rates  be  allowed  .  this  would  mean 
additional  earnings  for  all  the  rail- 
ways of  $18,725,000  and  a  "margin" 
of   112,800,000   over  the  train   cost. 

'That  is  all  very  nice,"  repeated 
Mr.  Moule,  "but  you  have  made  no 
allowance  for  moving  cars  into  the 
west  to  bring  the  grain  out,  and  with 
such  a  movement  as  we  are  likely  to 
have  this  year  that  is  a  very  Import- 
ant   consideration." 

Mr.  Symington  made  additional  cal- 
culations to  show  that  the  total  mar- 
gin over  operating  expenses  for  all 
the  railroads  this  year  wQuld  be  in 
excess  of  147,000,000  for  the  grain 
movement  alone.  '  He  asked  the  wit- 
ness if  he  would  agree  that  this  large 
sum  of  money  would  come  directly 
from  the  producers  of  grain. 

Mr.  Moule  maintained  that  when 
present  prices  of  grain  are  considered 
the  farmers  were  In  a  position  flfty  or 
sixty  per  cent  better  than  in  1913, 
even  with  a  forty  per  cent  increase 
in   rates  in   force. 

Mn  Symington:  "Have  you  gone 
into  the  question  of  what  the  farmer 
gets  for  his  grain,  and  what  it  costs 
him?" 

Mr.  Moule  said  that  his  flgures 
were  based  on  the  price  received  for 
grain. 

Mr.  Symington  thereupon  produced 
a  statement  from  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture  purport- 
ing to  show  that  a  large  number  of 
teats  made  last  year  in  Minnesota 
and  Dakota  had  demonstrated  that 
it  costs  $2.65  to  grow  bushel  of 
wheat. 

Chief  Commissioner  Carvell:  "Do 
you  expect  the  ordinary  man  to  be- 
lieve that?  I  grow  wheat  in  a  ^sntall 
way,  and  even  in  my  way  it  does 
not  cost  nearly  as  much  as  that." 

Mr.  Symington  said  he  did  not  sub- 
mit the  flgures  in  the  belief  that  they 
were  even  approximately  correct,  but 
as  proof  that  the  cost  of  growing 
grain  had  greatly  increased. 

"Wc  all  admit  that."  remarked  Mr. 
Carvell.

Investment  Not  Attractive  to 
Capital,  and  Residences 
Now  in  Same  Category  as 
Wearing  Apparel 


WINNIPEG,  Man.,  Aug.  1$.— Win- 
nipeg has  entered  on  a. new.  age.  /to 
far  as  house  building  is  concerned, 
according  to  an  opinion  expressed  by 
N.  T.  MacMillan,  president  of  tb« 
Building  Owners'  Association  here. 
He  said  that  private  capital  would 
not,  under  present  conditions,  invest 
in  houses  for  Revenue  purposes  for 
the  simple  reason  that  there  were  too 
many   more   attractive   investments. 

"As  far  as  I  cafl  see,"  said  Mr. 
MacMillan,  "people  In^the  future  will 
have  to  build  their  own  house*  if 
they  want  them.  They  will  have  to 
look  upon  e  house,  as  a  personal  ne- 
cessity, juet  as  they  consider  a'  spit 
of  clothes  and  a  pair  of  shoes  as  in- 
dispensable, and  they  will  recognise 
the  fact  that  they  must  provide  the 
houQe  Just  as  they  do  the  wearing 
apparel." 

Mr.  MacMillan  declared  that  the 
only  way  to  make  the  building  of 
houses  attr«ctlr«  to  private  eapltal 
was  to  make  it  reasonably  remunera- 
tive. He  believed  that  those  who 
now  owned  houees  for  rental  pur- 
poses would  l>e  forced  to  increase 
their  rents  and  that  new  houses  for 
rental  purposes  would  not  be  built 
until  a  reasonably  profitable  l>esis 
of   revenue    had    l>«en    estakllsbed.

berg,  are  reported  tonight  in  the 
offtcial  statement  on  figl^lng  opera-' 
tlons. 

Russian  Soviet  forces  are  fleeing  in 
a  disorderly  panic  along  the  front 
between  the  Vistula  and  Bug  Rivers. 
Where  the  Poles'  are  advancing  with 
extraordinary  success,  says  an  offi- 
cial statement  issued  here  tonight. 

In  thfir  counter-attack  to  relieve 
Bolshevik!  pressure  upon  Warsaw, 
the  Poles  arc  using  tanks,  airplanes, 
armored  trains  and  artillery  in  great 
numbers.  At  Novo  Minsk,  east  of 
here,  and  Serock,  to  the  northeast, 
three  thousand  prisoners,  seven  can- 
non, hundreds  of  wagons  and  vast 
quantities  of  supplhes  have  been  cap- 
tured from  the  Bolsheviki,  the  state- 
ment declares.  > 

The  Bolsheviki  retreat  north  and 
northeast  of  Warsaw,  where  the  So- 
viet forces  were  closely  drivf n  by 
the  Poles,  took  the  semblance  of  a 
rout  at  some  places,  the  communique 
reports.  On  the  extreme  left  of  the 
Polish  line,  however,  and  in  the  re- 
gion of  Lemberg,  Soviet  advances  are 
recorded. 

Northwaet  of  Warsaw  the  Russian 
troops  who  met  resistance  at 
Wloelawsk,  where  they  had  designed 
to  cross  the  Vlsti^la, '  bombarded 
Wloclawak.for  hours,  the  shells  dam- 
aging the  cathedral  and  the  bishop's

The  6tth,  51th  and  8th  Bolsheviki 
divisions  on  the  Warsaw  front  have 
been  annihilated  and  thousands  of 
Soviet  soldiers  made  prisoner,  to- 
night's official  statement  says. 

The  Russians  lost  their  bearings  In 
trying  to  meet  attacks  on  all  sides 
from  the  Polish  columns  on  their 
flanks,  the  statement  adds.  The 
Poles  have  occupied  Kalurayn,  35 
miles  east  of  Warsaw;  Sledlce,  F>7 
miles  east  of  the  capital;  Milzryzlc, 
20  miles  southeast  of  Sledlce,  and 
Wlodawa.  12S  miles  southeast  of 
Warsaw. 

Soviet  prisoners  are  pouring  Into 
Warsaw  in  such  numbers  that  It  is 
becoming  a  problem  how  to  care  for 
them. 

Russian  Soviet  forces  are  evacuat- 
ing Brest -LltovjBk,  the  strongly  forti- 
fied town  on  the  Bug*  River.  120 
miles  east  of  Warsaw,  according  td 
advices  received  tonight.

In  the  faoe  of  the  aituation 
almoat  everywhere  confronting  atreet 
railwaya.  it  haa  given  the  company 
at  preaont  operating  the  Toronto 
electric  railway  system  notice  of  in- 
tention to  acquire  Its  property  on  the 
expiration  of  the  franchise,  which  will 
occur  'some  time  next  y*ar. '  tTnless 
the  conditions  in  the  /capital  of  On- 
Urio  are  materially  different  from 
the  circumstances  almost  everywhere 
else,  it  la  aafe  to  aay  that  the  Toronto 
Railway  Company  will  be  highly 
gratified  at  the  proapoct  of  being  re- 
lieved of  a  property  which  carries  •  a 
good  dear  bf  reaponslblllty  In  Ita  ad- 
minlatratlon  and  doubtful  proapecta 
aa  an   investment.

Their  advent,  whether  aa  privately 
owned  and  operated  vehiclea  or  aa 
Jitneys  competing  with  electric  and 
steam  railways,  has  diverted  travel 
Into  new  channels  already,  and  one 
can  tell  with  certainty  what  will  bfr 
the  outcome  of  a  few  more  years  of 
development  along  the  newly  esUb- 
llahed  linea.

where  the  average  temperature  of 
the  Summer  months  la  aa  low  aa  we 
have  It  here,  that  I  do  not  hesitate 
to  reconunend  It  for  tntanaite  meth- 
oda,  and  Intensive  methods  should  be, 
the  only  ones  employed  in  Baanlch. 

First  wo  have  the  matter  of  weed 
control,  ftf  weed  problem  here  is 
a  serious  one,  and  the  only  way  to 
get  many  of  our  annual  weeds  under 
control  is  to  cause  them  to  germinate 
whsn  plowing  or  cultivating  can  be 
done  effectively.  In  thia  maimer  only 
c<H  thCf  be  destroyed.  The  seeds  will 
remain  In  dpy  soil  for -ah  Indefinite 
period  without  germinating,  and  give 
much  unnecessary  labor'to  the  farmer 
by  germinating  wltb  his  crops. 

The  aatend  point  ariaea  from  the 
same  condition  as  it  pertains  to  Win- 
ter crops.  Our  Winter  crops  are  the 
most  profitable  we  have,  as  It  Is  only 
on  a-^mall  section  of  the  coast  o^ 
British  C(yumbla.  including  our 
Islami.  that  Canada  can  claim  thri 
vlimitlc  c6nditlons  that  will  admit  of 
Winter  cropping  with  anything  but 
a  few  grains,  and  perhaps  swede  tur- 
nipa.  Alao  cover  crops  and  green 
manures  are  Invaluable — In  fact  they 
are  absolutely  indispensable  today 
when  the  supply  of  barnyard  manure 
is  altogether  Inadequate  to  meet  the 
demand.  The  need  for  practising 
green  manuring  in  connection  with 
cover  crops  is  so  urgent  where  heavy 
Winter  rains  occur  that  such'a  system 
cannot  be  over-emphaslaed,  even  on 
small  holdings.  These  crops  prevent 
the  washing  away  of  much  valuable 
plant  food  set  free  during  the  Sum- 
mer months.  Their  use  means  all 
the  difference  between  Improved  s^il 
conditions  and  played-out  land.  '  The 
subject  is  worthy  of  a  whole  series 
of  special  articles.  But  scant  refer- 
ence la  made  to  it  here,  as  the  con- 
nection with  this  article  is  merely /In- 
direct. What  we  wish  to  bring  home 
here  Is  the  fact  that  a  supply  of 
water  enables  seed  to  be  germinated 
at  the  dl8<;retion  of  the  farmer,  and 
this  brings  Winter  production,  cover 
cropping  and  green  manuring  within 
the  bounds  of  practical  farm  man- 
agement. As  things  pertain  at  pres- 
ent, no  farmer  is  going  to  sow  his 
land  in  the  dry  season  on.  the  chance 
of  enough  rain  falling  to  germinate 
and  systaln  the  crop. 

irdiy,  theT  liberation  of  plant  food 
by  the  soil  bacteria  which  occurs  only 
during  the  warm  weather  is  carried 
on  much  more  effectively  when  the 
soil  is  onoist  than  when  it  is  com- 
paratively dry  and  hard.  In  fact, 
when  our  soils  become  so  baked  as 
they  do  here,  practically  no  bacterial 
action  takes  place,  and  consequently 
the  soil  will  often  fall  to  respond  to 
cropping  even  after  the  rains  start. 

Fourthly,  there  Is  the  matter  of  the 
control  of  Insect  pests.  Irrigation 
effects  this  Iftlwo  ways;  first 'by  the 
increased  vigSr  of.  the  crops,  which 
enables  them  to  resist  the  attacks  of 
the  plague  and,  secondly,  by  actually 
waahlng  the  Insects  off  the  plants. 
The  aphis,  which  is  such  a  nuisance 
to  farmers  here,  never  bothers  much 
until  the  dry  weather  comes,  and 
then 'Who  can  profitably  combat  it? 
By  intelligent  sprinkling  this  pest  Is 
easily  controlled. 

Laat,  but  not  least.  Is  the  protection 
against  frosts.  However  cold  water 
may  be,  as  long  as  it  Is  water  it  pre- 
vents anything  freexlng  that  it  comes 
into  contact  with.  Such  practising 
irrigation  here  it  was  a  pleasant  sur- 
prise to  me  to  find  that  Golden  In- 
dian corn  planted  as  late  as  July  1 
produced  splendid  ears  up  to  the  end 
of  October.  In  fact  I  have  enjoyed 
green  com  picked  on  November  1 
from  Baanlch  land.  Table  corn  at 
this  time  brings  a  fancy  price,  and 
average  sized  ears  sold  readily  in  the 
local  market  for  40c  per  dozen.  What 
applies  to  corn  will  also  aPPly  to  other 
frost-tender  crops,  and  so  this  ad- 
vantage of  irrigation  to  residents  of 
Saanlch  la  very  Important. 

The  above  reasons  should  be  of  suf- 
ficient weight  when  added  to  the 
popular  idea  of  irrigation  as  a'  restorer 
of  wilting  crops  to  convince  the  most 
case-hardened  "Doubting  Thomas" 
of  the  paramount  importance  of  ex- 
tending Irrigation  water  throughout 
Saanlch.  The  futility  and  narrowness 
of  outlook  which  would  deny  this 
otherwise  fertile  and  altogether  de- 
lightful peninsula  her  Inheritance  for 
fear  of  her  inability  to  meet  the  cost 
.must  not  be  allowed  under  any  olr- 
oumstanoes  to  delay  a  prosperity 
which  is  both  immediate  and  perma- 
nent.

UCK  OF  GASOLINE 
HOLDS  BACK  MOTORIST 

Port  Angeles  Comraoreial  Club  Writes 

Victoria  Dovelnpnicnt  .Xaaociatlon 

on  Dearth  of,  V\w\ 

If  there  be  any  who  are  disappoint- 
ed in  the  amount  of  tourist  traffic  on 
Vancouver  Island  this  Summer  let 
them  trace  the  reason  back  to  the 
general  dearth  of  gasoline  rather  than 
to  any  failure  in  the  appeal  of  this 
part  of  British  Columbia  ae  a  mo- 
torists' resort. 

At  the  offices  of  the^  Victoria  and 
Island  Development  Association  yes- 
terday Mr.  J.  O.  Thompaon  received 
a  letter  from  the  Port  Angeles  Com- 
mercial Club  which  furniahes  evidence 
of  the  fact  that  many  automobiles 
from  the  American  side  who  Intended 
coming  throtigh  the  neighboring  U.  8.  a 
A.  city  to  the  British  Columbia  cap-  | 
lUl  were  unable  to  do.  ao  aolely  on 
account  of  the  lack  of  gaaoline. 

"The  secretary  of  the  Port  Angeles 
Motor  Club  was  asked  to  notify  some 
of  the  big  Pacific  Coast  Tourist  Clubs 
that  Port  Angeles  was  unable  to  aup- 
ply  gaaoline,  and  thia  announcement 
undoubtedly  deterred  a  great  number 
of  motorists  from  coming  to  Victoria 
by  way  of  the  Olympic  Highway  and 
Port  Angeles,"  said  Mr.  Thompson  re- 
ferring to  the   letter.  ' 

Mr.  Thompson  thinks  that  condi- 
tions which  affected  tourist  traffic 
coming  to  Vancouver  laland  via  Port 
Angelea  would  probably  have  aome 
efTect  on  touriat  traffic   via  Seattle. 

"We  are  adviaing  people  at  Olym- 
pla  (the  gateway  of  the  route  via 
Port  Angeles,  not  to  come  thia  way  as 
they  cannot  get  gaaoline,"  aald  the 
letter  from  the  Port  Angelea  Com- 
ri>erclal  Club.  "It  has  hurt  ua  very 
materially." 

"We  expected  to  induce  the  Puget 
Hound  Navigation  Company  to  give 
us  a  regular  ferry  If  the  busineaa  had 
grown  to  the  extent  we  anticipated 
from  correspondence  with  California 
anrt  other  States,"  stated  Mr.  Thomp- 
ron.  "But  owing  to  the  gaaoline  short- 
age this  increaaed  traffic  has  not  ma- 
terialized. Thia  la  evident  in  the  com- 
munication from  the  Port  Angeles 
Commercial  Club." 

However,  hearing  that  some  850 
cara  have  entered  V^ancouver  Taland 
during  the  Summer  by  way  either  of 
Victoria  or  Xanaimo.  there  aeemn 
little  need  for  anxiety.  Although  Vic- 
toria relatively  may  not  have  experi- 
enced aa  much  of  a  rush  as  aho  may 
have  anticipated  owing  t«  the  atop- 
ptKe  of  moforiata  from  the  United 
States  intending  to  make  the  entry 
via  thia  port,  there  have  been  large 
numbera  entering  via  Nanaimo  from 
Vancouver.  The  explanation  is  that 
autoists  crossing  from  the  Statea  via 
the  Mainland  and  Vancouver  could 
procure  gaaoline  juat  aa  aoon  as  they 
crossed  the  border,  whereas  by  the 
Port  Angelea  route  they  wore  blocked 
as  soon  aa  they  got  through  Olympia.

At  a  very  largely  attended  meeting 
•f  the  British  Campaigners,  held  last 
evening,  IndlgnaUon  was  expressed 
In  a  decisive  manner  at  the  evident 
intention  of  the  Governmenl  to  clOiie 
the  hospitals  under  Soldiers'  Civil 
Re-establlshment  on  Vancouver  Isl- 
and and  remove  the  patients  to  simi- 
lar Institutions  In  Vancouver.  Th#? 
meeting  was  unanimous  on  the  sub- 
ject, and  the  determination  was  ex- 
pressed that  everything  possible 
should  be  done  to  prevent  the  change 
being  effected.  It  was  pointed  out 
that  a  very  large  proportion  of  the 
inmates  of  the  hospitals  on  Van- 
couver Island  were  local  men.  and 
consequently  near  their  friends  and 
relatives. 

Pursuant  to  the  discussion  It  waa 
resolved  unanimously  that  the  presi- 
dent be  Instructed  to  send  a  letter 
of  protest — and  to  make  It  as  strong 
as  possible — to  Premier  Melghen,  to 
Hon.  Dr.  S.  K.  Tolmie,  and  to  the 
Minister  in  charge  of  the  work  of 
Soldiers'  -Civil   Rc-establlshment.

'Too  many  boys  are  leaving  the 
schools  ahead  of  time."  declared  Mr. 
Chadwick.  'It  is  a»  bad  thing  for 
Victoria  and  for  the  whole  country, 
and  the  worst  of  it  is  that  It  is  hap- 
pening ^  everywhere.  When  these 
boys  grow  up  and  reach  the  critical 
age  between  thirty  and  forty  they  will 
realize  what  an  added  year  or  two 
of  education  would  have  meant  for 
them.  Thousands  of  men  today,  pro- 
gressive, successful  men,  too,  regret 
that  their  school  life  waa  curtailed.  If

"I  am  taking  it  for  granted  that  the 
ideal  of  Rotary  is  a  Christian  ideal  " 
said  Mr.  Chadwick,  "It  is  the  ideal 
exemplifled  by  th»  Carpenter  of  Naz- 
areth, and  we  should  try  to  apply  the 
plqmb  line  and  the  twenty-four  Inch 
rule  along  the  pattern  set  by  the 
Saviour  of  mankind,*  We  should  -.lay 
more  attention  as  Retarlans  and  as 
thinking  clUzens  to  the  influence  of 
the  church  upon  the  growing  boy. 
The  Influence  is  not  as  strong  as  it 
should  be:  there  is  a  tendency  on  the 
part  of  the  boy  to  drift  away,  and  he 
must  be  brought  back.  Example  will 
bring  him  back."

ANTWERP.  Aur  1». — BnrllBh 
runners  today  dethroned  the  Ameri- 
can star  mtle  runner,  Joie  W.  Ray, 
of  the  IllinoiB  A.  C,  In  the  1,600  metre 
race  of  the  Olympic  vames.  It  waa 
the  second  moat  sensational  foot  race 
of  the  seventh  Olympiad — beina  Just 
a  little  short  of  the  thrilla  of  the  800 
metrea  race  Tuesday.        • 

All  competitions  today  were  held  in 
the  rain.  The  English  athletes  scored 
impressively  with  two  firsts,  a  second 
and  a  sixth  place  for  20  points,  the 
Americans  won  one  first,  two  thirds 
and  one  fifth  for  17  points.

What  the  Woodman  Sees 

You  can  always  tell  a  trained 
woodsman  from  a  tenderfoot,  who 
seea  only  the  obvioua  things  that  are 
plainly  evident,  but  the  trained 
woodsnoan  notices  the  little  things 
that  are  unusual  or  out  of  the  ordin- 
ary, says  an  authority.  For  example, 
the  tenderfoot  walking  through  the 
woods  will  see  a  lot  of  trees  that  look 
all  alike.

The  tender- 
foot will  be  startled  by  the  sound  of 
two  trees  rubbing  together  or  of 
bushes  cracking  with  the  wind.  The 
woodsman  recognizes  these  as  ordin- 
ary sounds,  but  he  hears  the  faintest 
crack  of  a  twig,  made  by  an  animal 
stepping  on  it.  The  tenderfoot  walk- 
ing on  a  trail  aeea  only  the  path  in 
front  of  him.  which  looka  all  alike. 
The  woodaman  will  notice  the  alight - 
est  mark  In  the  trail  that  ahowa  thai 
some  animal  or  person  has  paased  be- 
fore him,  an*  he  will  be  able  to  read 
these  marks  and  tell  the  tala  of  what

In  education,  in  everything 
that  deals  with  human. life,  in  .ail  af- 
fairs between  men  or  between  nations, 
we  must  start  with  the  assumption 
that  the  spirit  of  nran  is'  what  makes 
him  a  man,  and  that  the  final  appeal 
must  be  made  to  bim  as  a  being  made 
in  God's  image  and  endowed  with  a 
divine  birthright.  Hum,an  society 
could  not  exist  without  this..

The  Gov- 
ernments of  these,  three  States)  one 
Canadian  and  two  ot  our  Union,  find 
the  money  tor  this  co-operative  bu- 
tega.'  and  it  advertises  them  all  to- 
gether as  one  region.  The  first  ad- 
vantage of  this  is  obvious  in  that  a 
single  overhead  pays  for  the  admin- 
istration ot  the  three  funds;  the 
second,  and  the  chlefest.  Is  that 
whatever  one  State  has  to  otter  is 
made  to  serve  as  an  added  attracUon 
to  the  resources  of  the  others. 

This  co-operation  is  doing  things. 
It  ie  calculated  that  It  has  raised  the 
amoynt  spent,  by  tourists  in  the  Pa- 
cific Northwest  from  17,000,000  under 
he  old  competitive  plan  to  |S6,090,- 
000  a  year'  and  by  Increasing  the 
number  of  visitors  has  ipso  facto 
added  to  the  number  who  decide  to 
stay.  The  association  carries  on  its 
campaign  throughout  the  United 
States  ahd  Canada,  with  newspaper 
advertising  as  the  backbone  ot  lt« 
publicity.    •  ](-, 

Bat  no  method  Is  neglected,  and  no 
people.  Give  ear  to  the  directors'  c6n- 
fesslon  ot  the  insidious  manner  In 
which  they  are  picking  oK  our  own 
tourists  and  even  spreading  their 
propaganda  among  Callfomians.  We 
quote:         , 

"In  the  spring  months  before  the 
tourists  started  from  California  for 
their  eastern  homes  Hre  have  carried 
on  an  effective  campaign  In  Califor- 
nia, advlBing  tourists  to  return  via 
the  Pacific  northwest.  This  has  had

peninsula  ends  in  the  sea,  are  the 
Torres  Straits.  Here  the  pearl  fisher- 
man tromes  ATlth  Mb  luKget: 

Vhe  pearlinK  fleets  are  larse  aad 
small  and  put  to  sea  every  few  weeks, 
attended  by  a  mother  schooner  which 
carries  the  stores  and  cares  for  them 
^  as  a  hen  cares  for  her  chicks.  Cach 
^  luerger  has  a  crew  of  four  or  five 
Japanese,  who  live  amidships  in  a  box 
of  a   cabTh. 

The  iUKsers  reach  the  flshins 
grounds  and  drift  across  the  beds. 
Some  divers  use  the  well-known  div- 
iner dress,   others  descend  naked. 

The  dVessed  divers  descend  to  a 
considerable  depth'  and  can  stay  be- 
low an  unlimited  time,  but  have  the 
disadvantaffe  of  demanding  hlch 
waces. 

They  naked  divers  from  lonr  prac- 
tice can  remain  on  the  bottom  three 
or  four  minutes,  in  which  tHne,  if-- 
the  beds  are  good,  a  basket  is  fiUed 
with  shell.  Comingr  to  the  surface 
they  are  sent  to  lie  on  the  deck  and 
recover.  In  the  meantime  another 
man  descends.  Where  the  beds  are 
shallow  and  shell  Is  plentiful,  these 
men  work  as  effectively  as  the  dressed 
divers;  but  where  beds  are  deep  and 
shell  la  scarce, 'the  diving  dress  is 
essential. 

Rivalry    between    the   naked    divers 
and  the  dresqed  men  is  Intense.     The*' 
crew    of    a    lu»»er,      finding      naked 
enemies    In   possession    of      desirable 
grounds,  will  fish  for  a  shark.* 

The  hooked  monster,  hauled  strujc- 
^ing  alongside,  is  towed  to  the  centre 
of  the  grounds  and  there  disem- 
bowelled; entrails  and  blood  float  off 
lnt»  the  sea,  the  carcase  sinks  Into 
the  depths,  and,  this  slaughter  carry- 
ing a  tale,  other  sharks  arrive  and 
the  naked  divers  are  forced  to  retreat. 
A  shark  will  not  attack  the  man  in 
a  suit,  dreadlQg  him  perhaps  as  some 
horrid  spawn  of  the  deep. 


Mother  o'^  pearl  shell,  and  not 
pearls,  is  what  is  fished  for,  and  it  is 
sold  to  buyers  at  so  much  a  ton.  Pearls 
are  in  the  relation  of  a  bonus  for  the 
season's  work. 

The  shells  are  hauled  from  the  sea 
in  baskets,  opened,  and  the  fl^sh  left 
to  rot  In  the  sun.  The  stench  be- 
comes abominable.  In  this  mass  of 
corruption,  which  In  time  dries  up. 
the  pearls  are  to  be  looked  for,  and 
commonly  they  appear  as  an  ex- 
crescence in  the  lining  of  the  shell. 
Such  diseased  shells  are  set  by  them- 
selves to  be  offered  to  buyers  on  the 
rcturo  of  the  fleet  to  harbor. 

The  purchase  is  a  gamble.  The 
buyer,  a  man  of  Infinite  experience 
In  these  things,  studies  the  sise,  shape, 
and  formation  of  this  swelling,  and 
offers  his  price.  The  bargain  con- 
cluded, he  takes  away  his  purchase, 
perhaps  a  gainer  of  many  times 
the  sum  given,  perhaps  a,  loser. 
The  paarl  disclosed  may  be  larger  or 
smaller,  than  Judged,  It  may  be  more 
perfectly  or  less  perfectly  shaped  than 
was  probable:  purity  of  color  is  al- 
ways a  matter  of  fortune.  Mean- 
while the  pearler  pockets  his  price 
and  turns  attention  to  repairing  his 
fleet. — S.  Lfc  in  The  Lrf)ndon  Daily 
Mall. 


Pathfinder  No.  2.  the  local  'Curtifw 
aeroplane  which  has  been  converted 
Into  a  seaplane,  was  hauled  out  on 
the  marine  railway  at  the  Yarrow 
plant,  £squlmalt,  yesterday,  in  order 
that  work  could  be  done  on  the  pon- 
toons. 

This  la  the  first  time  to  th«  history 
of  Victoria  that  a  marine  railway  has 
been  utilised  to  handle  alrorafS^  and 
the  seaplane  presented  a  curious  ap- 
pearance to  those  who  saw  It  perched 
upon  the  slipway,  behind  a  barge 
owned  by  the  Producer  Rook  tt  Gravel 
Company.  A  platfivrm  was  plAced  on 
the  carriage  of  tha.  marine  railway 
and  the  machine  was  floated  on  to 
this.  ^ 

The  Pathfinder  Xo.  2  was  only  re- 
cently converted  from  a  land  machine 
by  Messrs.  Harry  Brown  and  Goodard, 
who  purchased  the  machine  from  the 
Aerial  League  for  use  for  coramerclrfl 
purposes.  The  pontoons  which  re- 
placed the  undercarriage  were  not 
watertight,  and  it  was  In  order  to 
make  them  so  that  the  plane  was 
hauled  out.  The  Yarrow  workmen 
are  doing  the  work.

"No,  we  don't  want  stearrfshlps. 
We're  sticking  tight  to  canvas.  Steam- 
ships are  traveling  the  rocky  road 
these  days,  and  I  don't  see  where  they 
are  going  to  get  off  with  the  flver- 
increasing  cost  of  fuel,  both  oil  and 
coal.  As  9,  motive  power,  the  winds 
don't  cost  any  more  now  than  they 
did  before  the  war."
